CHICAGO, MARCH 28, 1903. 
A SIXTEEN-YEAR-OLD boy was recently arrested in 
London for having stolen 1,750 tools from his em- 
ployer, a‘tool maker. He had removed them from 
his master’s place by installments, his object being to 
provide a stock to enable him to go into business when 
he grew up. 


Tue fact that the assessors in New York state fail 
to reach the personal property of the citizens is clearly 
shown by a comparison of real estate and personal 
property returns. During 1902 there was an increase 
of $121,343,809 in the value of real estate as compared 
with the preceding. year, while the assessable personal 
property in the state showed a decrease of $28,312,737. 
This is a statement which carries its own moral at a 
time when the gratification of the desire for luxury in 
personal possessions is being indulged in the United 
States to an extent never reached before. 


SoutH AFRICA is proving an important commercial 
field now that conditions in. that part of the world are 
returning to a normal state. Figures just received 
by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics show that the 
imports into Natal in 1892 amounted to 75 million 
dollars, against 50 millions in 1901; and those into 
Cape Colony 170 millions in 1902, against 120 mil- 
lions in 1901. This makes the total importations into 
Natal and Cape Colony in 1902 245 million dollars, 
in round terms, against 170 millions in 1901. This in- 
crease in the importations into the South Africa col- 
onies is not merely a recovery from the depression of 
the war period, but is an actual and large gain over 
conditions which existed prior to that time. The im- 
portations into Cape Colony in 1894 were, in round 
terms, 12 million pounds sterling ; in 1896, 18 millions ; 
in 1897, 18 millions; in 1899, 19 millions; in Igo1, 24 
millions, and in 1902, 34 million pounds sterling. Into 
Natal the imports of 1894 were 2% millions sterling ; 
1866, 5% millions; 1899, 642 millions; 1900, 6% mil- 
lions; in 1901, 8% millions, and in 1902, 12 millions 
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of merchandise, to which may be added 1% millions of 
government stores and war material, 2%4 millions 
of bullion and specie, and a half million for the 
Transvaal government and for military purposes. 
These statements of the rapid growth of the impor- 
tations into South Africa are especially interesting in 
the United States because of the rapid increase of our 
own exports to that part of the world. Exports from 
the United States to Africa have grown from 5 mil- 
lion dollars in 1892 to 33 millions in 1902, and in the 
7 months of the fiscal year 1903, for which reports 
are available, were nearly 3 million dollars in excess 
of those of the corresponding months of the fiscal 


year 1902.

their state association organized a mu- 
tual fire insurance association and the answer you 
would get would probably be that the leaders in their 
ranks decided it would be a good thing to knit the 
members closer together, and would furnish an argu- 
ment to secure new members. 

These are good reasons, but we believe the funda- 
mental reason underlying the formation of these in- 
surance companies lies in the insurance tyranny of the 
old line companies. 

The word trust is loosely applied to all heavily cap- 
italized concerns, but in many cases it is unjustly ap- 
plied. However, no invective or innuendo, sarcasm or 
scorn has been applied to trusts that does not fit the 
case of the old line fire insurance combine. ; 

The fire insurance trust is not organized along up- 
to-date business ideas. The combination carries with 
it no economies, such as are sought by the men who 
seek combinations in other lines. Although one rate 
is made for all, one rule is made for all—as far as the 
insurer is concerned all the companies are ‘one, yet 
there is maintained all the various company organiza- 
tions, all the useless, high-salaried officers, all the mul- 
tiplied expenses, and no one ever suggests any econ- 
omy in management, because it is a perfect trust, and 
no matter how great the burden of unnecessary ex- 
penses, the public has to carry it all. The expenses of 
these.companies are four times what they should be. 
[If one man could handle all the business on a basis 
of 15 per cent, he would soon be as rich as Andrew 
Carnegie, and yet they tell us that there are expenses 
amounting to 40 per cent. 

-The most absurd contention of the insurance com- 
panies is that the services of a broker are required. A 
hardware man, or a business man in any other line, 
cannot get the insurance he desires to, and should 
carry, even at the exorbitant rates. Instead of the 
companies needing a broker, at a 20 per cent commis- 
sion to hunt up the business, it is a fact that the man 
of property seeking insurance has to hire an agent to 
devote his time trying to get him proper insurance, 
and then he must pay the added 20 per cent, represent- 
ing a commission for a broker to secure the business 
for the company. 

Naturally ‘there is no disposition on the part of the 
companies to institute reforms as long as they can 
maintain a perfect trust, and make the business com- 
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munity pay any price they see fit. Business men know 
practically nothing about the fire insurance business, 
strange as that may seem with insurance such an im- 
portant matter to all identified with commercial inter- 
ests. It is:not intended by the men interested in the 
fire insurance companies that they should. Fire in- 
surance figures emanating from the companies are to- 
tally unreliable ; all kinds of juggling is done to cover 
up the enormous profits. 

The rates are going up, up, up, all the time, and the 
insurance companies do not even deign to make an ex- 
planation. They do not have to—you pay the rate or 
you go without insurance. 


The official reports show that the amount of prem- 
iums paid in the last ten years has been over $1,400,- 
000,000. To run the business on a basis of 15 per cent, 
as every insurance man knows that it can be run and at 
a great profit, instead ofton the basis of 40 per cent, as 
it is now figured, would amount to a saving of $353,- 
000,000 in this line. This wastage, which the insurer 
pays for, would replace the entire capital of all the 
American companies and the assets of the foreign com- 
panies doing business in the United States about every 
four years. 

A glance over the deliberations of the Indiana Re- 
tail Hardware Dealers’ Association at their last an- 
nual convention will give these assertions as to the ex- 
orbitant rates charged by the old line companies. 

W. H. Weed, Vincennes, Ind., an ex-president 
of the Indiana association, said before the meeting: 

“An insurance company was recently organized in 
our town on the premium-note plan and had no trou- 
ble in getting premiums for insurance. Ten thousand 
dollars in insurance on any business block is the limit, 
while out in the residence district it varies according 
to circumstances. Insurance in this company costs me 
$4 per thousand, whereas I have to pay over $19 to the 
regular company.” 

Of course a single year’s experience cannot give an 
infallible criterion as to the real rates of a mutual in- 
surance company, but even at that the discrepancy be- 
tween $4 and $19 is too glaring. The assumption of 
the business risk of insuring Mr. Weed’s stock of 
goods is worth a fixed sum per $1,000 of insurance. 
The assessed valuation of this risk does not vary 
whether an old line company, a mutual company or 
you individually, Mr. Reader, should assume it, then 
why this discrepancy in rates unless the insurer is pay- 
ing the freight on a horde of high-salaried useless offi- 
cials? Speaking in passing, we would say that it is a 
pity J. Pierpont Morgan does not organize a fire in- 
surance consolidation. If he did the commercial guil- 
lotine would develop a hotbox from excessive use. 

A study of insurance rates is a study of glaring 
inequalities. Again, glancing over this Indiana re- 
port we find the following; 

“J. S. Fulton, Portland, said: “This meeting has 
shown that there is a great inequality in the rate of 
insurance charged in this state. There is one man who 
raised his hand in the $1.25 class who lives in a town 
that has been burnt out twice. Now I live in a town 
where there is a good fire department, water works and 
where there has never been a fire, and I have to pay 


$1.87%4.’” 


Another instance of inequality is the following: 


“A member took the floor and said: ‘I paid $1.38 
insurance on my hardware building. This building 
was built of brick with a stone foundation and was 
located on the corner. Next to it was a shoe store 
whose proprietor was very careful in observing all 
proper precautions against fire. This hardware dealer 
was also in the lumber business ; his lumber was stored 
in a frame building ; on two sides there were livery sta- 
bles, on the third an electric light plant and on the 
fourth a number of colored shanties—i. e., I don’t mean 
the shanties were colored, but the people who lived in 
them were. In spite of these adjacent handicaps this 
hardware man procured a rate of 85 cents on his lum- 
ber yard.’” 

F. B. Fowler, secretary of the Indiana Lumbermen’s 
Mutual Insurance Company, in his paper before the 
convention, offered this evidence which will convince 
a right-minded and impartial man of the tyranny of 
the old line companies. In speaking about the Indiana 
Lumbermen’s Mutual Insurance Company he said: 


“We had been in business a little more than a year 
when we were approached by a representative of the 
Union, the official rating bureau of the ‘board’ com- 
panies, with a proposition that if we would retire from 
business a reduction of thirty-three and one-third per 
cent would be allowed on retail lumber yards and this 
rate would be guaranteed ffor five years. We 
were told that it was supposed that our object in the 
organization of our company was to get lower rates, 
and these being offered there would, of course, be no 
further use for our company.” 


What’s the remedy against the extortion of these 
old-line companies? The answer is simple: Insure 
yourselves. It is obvious in this connection that the 
more widely scattered risks are the safer they are. 
A mutual insurance company comprising fifty dealers, 
all located in one block or even one community would 
be a dangerous risk. This risk is of course eliminated 
in the case of a state hardware association with its 
widely scattered risks. 

Then, again, the risk of fire insurance varies in dif- 
ferent lines of business and where all the insured are in 
the same business the rates approximate a maximum 
equalization. 

Happily the wrongs wrought the hardware dealer by 
extortionate fire insurance can be easily remedied. All 
he has to do if a resident of a state where there is a mu- 
tual hardware dealers’ fire insurance association is to 
drop a line to his state secretary, and if his state asso- 
ciation has not progressed that far some of the other 
state insurance associations will care for him. 

We believe that every hardware dealer should take 
insurance in his state hardware association as a means

‘of strengthening and rendering permanent the retail 


organization movement. 

We further believe that even if a hardware dealer 
be a skeptic as regards the ultimate success of organ- 
ized retail hardware dealers in local, state and national 
associations, his self-interest should at least prompt 
him to foster the growth of mutual fire insurance com- 
panies among hardware dealers for the purpose of 
crushing tyrannv and extortion.

A Fercus, Ont., hardware dealer writes a pithy let- 
ter to a Canadian contemporary, in the course of which 
he makes some pointed observations on Canadian paint 
manufacturers who sell consumers as follows: 

“How many can you recognize who are in a habit of 
calling upon you, who habitually make it a practice of 
selling to your customers, authorized to do so by the 
heads of the firm they represent, quoting them prices 
equally as iow to the trade, and they make sure that 
the interests of all the consumers are looked after first. 
Then we, as dealers, are interviewed in this fashion 
(and very gentlemanly, too, rubbing the palms of his 
two hands together, : ‘Anything I can do for you to- 
day, sir?’ If the reply is in the negative, ‘Well, how is 
it, I have called upon you so many times, and you 
invariably turn me down. For goodness sake, make 
me up something. I have been out so many days and 
have done very little, etc.’ 

“My question to him is this: ‘I suppose you have 
called on So-and-So,’ mentioning three house painters, 
two saw mills, grist mill and two small factories. His 
answer invariably is: ‘Well, if I don’t, some one else 
will.’ 

“*Very well, then, sir; should I buy from you, I 
wish you to inform me to whom I am to unload ?’ 

“Here there is invariably a long pause. 

“Now, sir, whenever you come to town again, I wish 
you to call in, whether it be in winter or not, come 
in and get a warming, or be it for a chat, but for good- 
ness sake don’t ask me for an order, for we have 
feelings ; so has a dumb brute.’ ”

Tue Hardware Trade Journal of London, Eng., 
tells the following story: 

“Not long, ago we were in a showroom when three 
ladies entered and, producing the card of a local iron- 
monger, desired to be shown certain articles. One of 
the ladies with the sweetest of smiles, turned upon the 
representative and in the most dulcet of tones, said: 
‘Of course, there is a discount from these prices. Mr. 
Alpha Omega told us there would be.’ ‘Oh, indeed. 
And what did he say?’ ‘He said we were to have 15 
per cent.’ The representative looked a little embar- 
rassed, and felt that he had no alternative but to sub- 
mit. After the visitors had departed, he remarked: 
‘It does not matter to me, of course, but Mr. Alpha 
Omega is something of a fool, for he might just as 
well have had his full profit as not.’ These showroom 
visits lead the public to assume that prices are flexible, 
and because of that assumption, profits which might be 
easily secured have to be given away.” 

I can tell a similar story of an incident which I wit- 
nessed in the office of a Chicago stove jobbing concern. 
A farmer came in from eastern Iowa with a letter from 
a customer, asking the stove concern to sell him one of 
their “Star A” ranges for $50 and charge same to the 


dealer’s account. Now it happened that $50 was the 
price of the range to the retail trade, and still some 
dealers wonder why there is no profit in the stove 


business.

THE total international commerce of the world fow 
aggregates about 21 billions of dollars, of which about 
10 billions is exports and 11 billions imports. The fact 
that all exports eventually become imports and that all 
imports must have been originally exports suggests 
that the value of the world’s imports should not ma- 
terially differ from the figures of exports, but the fact 
that the cost of transportation and other charges are in 
many cases added to the value of the export when it 
is measured as an import explains, in part at least, the 
fact that the aggregate figures of national imports ex- 
ceed those of exports. A study of these tables present- 
ing the imports and exports of the principal countries 
shows that the United States was in 1902 the largest 
exporter of domestic merchandise, while in 1870 her 
exports were exceeded by three countries—France, 
Germany and the United Kingdom. In “favorable 
balance of trade,” or excess of exports over imports, 
the United States also holds first rank among the na- 
tions, her excess of exports over imports being not 
only greater than that of any other country, but actu- 
ally more, in 1901, than the total excess of exports over 
imports of all other countries whose exports exceeded 
imports.

NO ADVANCE IN WAGES. 








Another chapter has been written in the history of 
the stove trade wage question. Last Thursday repre- 
sentatives of the Stove Founders’ National Defense 
Association and the Iron Molders’ Union met at Cin- 
cinnati to discuss the important question of molders’ 
wages for the year April 1, 1903, to March 31, 1904, 
inclusive. 

Thursday, March 19, Friday, March 20, and Satur- 
day, March 21, until after midnight, a dozen men 
representing capital and labor in the stove business 
earnestly debated the wage question pro and con and 
decided to make no advance for the ensuing year. 
Some slight variations were made in shop rules. The 
Stove Founders’ National Defense Association were 
represented by C. H. Castle, Comstock-Castle Stove 
Co., Quincy, Ill.; D. McAfee, Thomas White Stove 
Co., Quincy, Ill.; A. C. Mott, Abram Cox Stove Co., 
Philadelphia; E. W. Peck, Co-Operative Foundry 
Co., Rochester, N. Y., and Lazard Kahn of F. & L. 
Kahn & Bro., Hamilton, O. Thomas J. Hogan, Chi- 
cago, acted as secretary of the meeting. 

The Iron Molders’ Union were represented by Mar- 
tin Fox, David Black, James McCarthy, W. T. Gilles- 
pie, Jos. Rohlman and John Devenish. 

This decision of the conference will be hailed with 





pleasure as indicative of the relations existing in the 
stove world. The representatives of the S. F. N. D. 
A. allowed a 10 per cent advance in 1899 and the rep- 
resentatives of the I. M. A. did not insist on a demand 
in 1900, being evidently appreciative of the generous 
position assumed by the manufacturers in the preced- 
ing year. In 1901 and 1902 the manufacturers yield- 
ed, allowing a 5 per cent advance each year, and this 
year the molders again showed that the concessions 
made in three out of the past four years had not been 
seed sown on stony soil, as they acquiesced in the ex- 
tension of the prevailing rate for another year.

A PERPETUAL INJUNCTION. 





Judge Landis, of Lancaster, Pa., on March 234, filed 
a permanent injunction restraining the striking iron 
molders from interfering with the workmen of the 
Marietta Casting Company of Marietta. A strike 
occurred at the plant on May 23 last, and the com- 
pany applied for an injunction to restrain the strikers 
from picketing the place. Judge Landis in his opin- 
ion says: “All members and officers of Lodge No. 339 
of the Iron Molders’ Union, and all their agents, serv- 
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ants and employes, as well as all persons conspiring 
and continuing with them, and all other persons whom- 
soever, be hereby perpetually enjoined and commanded 
absolutely to desist and refrain from in any manner 
interfering with the employes of the plaintiff, and 
with any person or persons who may hereafter desire 
or offer to enter its employ, or to induce any such per- 
son or persons to leave the employment of the plaintiff, 
and also from calling ‘scab’ or any other opprobrious 
epithet to persons passing along the streets and going 
to or from the works of the plaintiff.”

DEATH OF C. W. HACKETT. 


The trade will be deeply saddened to learn of the 
death of Charles W. Hackett, the well known whole- 
sale hardware dealer of St. Paul, which took place 
early on the morning of March 21, at his residence, 
350 Summit avenue, that city. Mr. Hackett was born 
in Lynborough, Mass., and was in his seventy-second 
year. He came to Minnesota in 1856 and resided in 
that state continuously till the time of his death.

Owing to increasing years and failing health, Mr. 
Hackett had not been actively engaged in the business 
of the firm for the past four years. 

Though always deeply concerned in all matters per- 
taining to his business, Mr. Hackett found time to de- 
vote to other activities, and was always foremost in 
every enterprise looking to the upbuilding of the city 
and state. 

Personally, Mr. Hackett was modest, unassuming 
and most companionable. He was kind to those in his 
employ and never ceased to look after their interests 
even after he had severed active participation in the 
firm of which he was a member. His latest act in con- 
nection with the business into which he had been so 
long connected was to present every one of his em- 
ployes with a five dollar gold piece. 

Mr. Hackett is survived by a widow and two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. H. B. Gates and Mrs. M. De Motte. 

The funeral took place from the residence Monday 
afternoon, March 23d, at 3 o'clock.

‘the side is operated by a rack and pinion movement, 
which is so arranged that when the lever is elevated 
the plunger is drawn back- from under the hop- 
per opening, allowing a part of the coal in the hopper 
to fall down in front of the plunger. In the reverse 
movement of the lever the coal is pushed up through 
the magazine underneath the grate, and at the same 
time the opening from the supply hopper is closed. 
This prevents any passage of air through the coal in 
the magaziné and causes the coal over the mouth of the 
magazine to be formed into a charred or coked mass.

The circular grate is mounted upon rollers so that 
it may be rotated freely around the mouth of the mava- 
zine. This is accomplished in the usual manner by 
means of a handle inserted at the front. 

The fire pot is provided with a movable section 
at the front on a level with the grate line, which ren- 
ders all parts of the fire readily accessible at any time. 

At the back of the furnace is placed a steel drum, 
through which the hot gases from the fire pass on 
their way to the chimney. This is so provided with 
a vertical diaphragm that in one position of the pipe 
damper the gases are. diverted downward and then 
upward again into the chimney, adding largely to the 
radiating surface of the furnace, and in another posi- 
tion of the damper they pass directly through into 
the chimney. 
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CHICAGO SAFETY FURNACE PIPE.
